Peace Negotiations Are Rudely 


Interrupted. 


MADERO'S ORDERS DISOBEYED 


While Rebel leader W as Talking 


Peace His Men Began Attack. 


El Paso, Tex., May 9.— In the city of 
Ju a re z last night the hardest battle of 
th e Mexican insurrection was fought. 
Francisco I. Madero's insurrectos took 
the hit in their teeth and ran away 
with the w a r wagon. 
While Madero 
was discussing peace plans with the 
Mexican and insurrecto comm ission­ 
ers 
and 
go-betweens, 
the 
advance 
guard of th e insurrect a, a rm y and the 
outposts of the federals mixed it up in 
front of the El Paso union station, on 
the Mexican side of the river. 
First a few shots were fired and 
th en the fighting becam e general, until 
at 
least 
600 
insurrectos 
invaded 
Juarez. 
Madero and Navarro, com m anding 
their respective forces of insurrectos 
and federals, were in conference about 
an armistice pending a m e e tin g of the 
pea^e commissioners when the battle 
opened. 
They were conducting their 
conversation over the felt phone. 
The 
fighting was going on between them. 
They attem p ted an armistice, but the 
fnsurrectos refused to quit. 


Evidence of Lax Discipline. 
Madero sent 
the 
first 
m essenger 
with a flag to tell his men to stop. 
They shot at their own chief's m e s­ 
senger. 
Madero protested vigorously 
that it was not a general assault, but 
gradually his m en continued working 
th e ir way to the front until their nu m ­ 
bers grew as gradually the federals 
worked their way back into town. Dur­ 
ing the fighting bullets fell thick in El 
Paso and hit houses a1] over town, in 
the business section and the residence 
section. 
T hree persons were killed in 
El Paso, two Am ericans and a Mexi­ 
can, and six were wounded, four Am er­ 
icans, one a woman, and one Mexican. 
All were hit by high-power rifle shots 
from federal hands, as the insurrecto 
bullets were directed aw ay from El 
Paso and the reply fire of the federals 
was in the direction of El Paso 
At 
least fifty El Paso houses were struck. 
Insu rrecto chiefs declare that d runken 
Mexican volunteers opened the fight. 
General Navarro of the federals says 
th e insurrectos opened it. 
Neither 
side had the sanction of their officers 
to sta rt the fight. 
It is known that th ere are from ten 
i to twenty five dead in the city of J u a r ­ 
ez. 
and a n y w h e re from 50 to IOO 
wounded. 
T h e re a re no doctors. 
All 
citizens of the Mexican town left the 
place and the telephones were silent 
when called from the El Paso side of 
th e river 
T he insurrectos occupy the 
houses on 
the o utskirts of Juarez, 
from the Mexican end of the Sa n ta Fe 
street bridge, which the president of 
the I ’nit« d States and the president of 
Mexico crossed to pay visits to each 
o th e r tw’o years ago, around the town 
on the northwest and west. 
T h e fed- 
j erals retired to the strongholds inside 
the city and fired with rifles and m a ­ 
chine guns. 
Explosive bullets were 
used on both sides. 
W ounds of the 
dead and injured prove this, also the 
peculiar sounds of the bullets. 
T he 
insurrectos 
used 
their 
two 
hom e-m ade cannon, but did absolutely 
no damage. 
T h e federals used field 
guns and howitzers and threw explo­ 
sive shells in 
the direction of the 
rebels. 
During the thick of the battle Ma­ 
dero left his h e a d q u a rte rs and went 
to the front and ineffectually tried to 
tu rn his men back and stop the fight. 
It is thought in El Paso am o n g arm y 
m en that this fight will put at rest all 
peace negotiations, proving as it does 
th e inability of Madero to control bis 
men.

E lk h art’s Trading Stam p Ordinance to 


Go to Federal Court, 
Elkhart. Ind., May 9.—James I.. Her­ 
man, an attorney, announces that he 
will file in the federal court at Indian­ 
apolis, an action to determine the 
legality of the Elkhart city ordinance, 
specially taxing trading stamp com­ 
panies and dealers who may be using 
trading stamps in Elkhart. 
He will 
ask for an injunction against the city 
and city officials to prevent inforce- 
ment of the ordinance until its validi­ 
ty is established. 
Herman’s client is a stamp company 
of Elkhart, now preparing to resume 
business here. The ordinance, passed 
in 1903, imposed a special license of 
$30 a month on dealers and $7r> a 
month on stamp companies. 
The plaintiffs say the ordinance is 
not only contrary to the federal and 
state Constitution, but also was irregu­ 
larly passed, because all three read­ 
ings and the ballot were taken at the 
same session, despite some negative 
votes. 
The latter point is particular­ 
ly interesting here, because the coun­ 
cil last week passed an ordinance re­ 
establishing the city controller’s office, 
though there was one negative vote.

From this time forw ard the Union 
successes were more marked. 
Barring

proclaimed the double victory at G et­ 
tysburg aud Vicksburg on July 3 and 
4 sere *d notice on the world that the 
hope of the south was practically a t 
an end. 
There yet remained the bril­ 
liant campaign of Sherman and the 
harder fought one of Grant, extending 
over nu)re than a year of time, but 
Gettysburg and Vicksburg markk*d the 
turning of the tide against the Confed­ 
eracy.
